suave for a few rare occasions, have to provide it our- 
selves. The extent to which we can do so is amazing- 
ly greater than is commonly supposed. 

There were presented in Toronto last week two 
productions, of a drama and an opera respectively, 
Which amazed all who witnessed them by their com- 
petency—and which would have been witnessed by 
many more had that competency been more widely 
realized. We have heard many performances of 
“Tannhiuser” in Canada, in New York and in Lon- 
don, and we were accompanied at Massey Hall by a 
native of Germany who had heard the opera many 
times in Munich and Berlin; and he and we agreed 
that this performance brought us new revelations of 
many of the beauties of the work, and compared well 
with most of those we had attended in exhibiting its 
veneral significance, which is not always best 
brought out by a “star” cast. Not only was the 
whole organization for this performance in Cana- 
dian hands, but the vast majority of the performers 
both on the stage and in the pit were residents of 
Toronto. 

Later in the week we witnessed at Hart House 
Theatre a performance of astonishing smoothness 
and effect, filled with excellent character acting not 
merely in “bits” but on the three-act scale, of a ver) 
difficult and admirable play by Kaufman and Hart. 
We have seen scores of performances, less intelligent 
and artistic in every way, of plays of less importance 
and making smaller demands on the actors, in the 
best theatres in Canada and in New York. The term 
“amateur” loses all significance in connection with 
work such as this. The limiting factor is no longer 
the amount of time and experience that the perform- 
ers can put into their work, it is the amount of faith 
that the publie has in them and the support that it 
will give to their efforts. At present the perform- 
ers are a long way ahead of their public.

‘L Canadian National Institute for the Blind,

the Toronto Globe and Mail. We do not think Mr. 
Hepburn has ever complained of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment for allowing officers of the C.1.0O, to enter 
Canada, or asserted that they should have been ex- 
cluded as if they were destructive insects threatening 
the vegetable life of the country. We do not think he 
has ever quoted the American executives of 
American-owned plants in Canada in support of the 
doctrine—quite unrecognized by Canadian law and 
quite contrary to the prevailing practice in Canadian 
labor organization--that there should be no “pene- 
tration” of American labor unions into Canada. 

Mr. Hepburn, in fact, has confined himself to his 
proper business, as head of the Ontario Government, 
of enforcing Ontario law. His only excursion outside 
of that field was his attempt to mediate at the close 
of last week, an attempt which was probably fore- 
doomed by his refusal to recognize the international 
character of the Oshawa union; but in that refusal 
he was perfectly within his rights, 
acting wisely or not.

A case 
can be made for the view that the 
motive sprang from an unbalanced 
mind obsessed by a sympathy for the 
Southern states and ae desire to 
avenge their wrongs jsut if that 
case seems inadequate, as it does to 
the author, the natural line is a 
search for some person or persons 
who for motives of their own in 
spired Booth’'s fell deed. That is the 
investigation Which Mr. Eisenschiml 
has pursued; and the curious cir 
cumstances uncovered by his seareh 
have convinced him, and may well 
convince his readers, that there was 
dirty work along the Potomac. 

The publishers, constituting them 
selves judge and jury, take it upon 
themselves to state the verdict. ‘‘The 
Civil War was deliberately prolonged 
by a powerful Union group. fo 
specific political reasons. The assas 
sination of Lincoln was essential to 
the suceess of this plot. Its objects 
were, in fact, aecomplished. The 
prime agent was a power-hungry 
high government official.”’ The 
author, less daring than his pub 
lishers, stops well short of stating 
any such detinite conelusions sut 
the nature of both his evidence and 
his comments is intended to create 
an attitude of mind making these 
conelusions possible if not inevi 
table 

That suspicion is of course di- 
rected toward Stanton, Lincoln's 
Secretary of War, and the group of 
Radical Republicans with whom he 
was closely associated. There is a 
sood deal in the conduct of Stanton, 
ind indeed of the authorities gener 
ally, that ealls for explanation. The 
lack of proper protection for Lin 
coln, the circumstances attending 
the escape of Booth, the fact that 
Booth was shot instead of taken 
alive, the curious discrimination be 
tween his various associates durins 
the subsequent proceedings, — the 
numerous and almost incredible 
irregularities in those proceedings 
themselves, all offer unanswered 
questions; and the very nature of 
these questions makes it improbable 
that the answers would reflect any 
credit on Stanton or his associates 

Yet it remains true that the evi 
dence here marshalled represents at 
most i Case for presentment to a 
grand jury; it is insufficient to jus 
tify a definite indictment On the 
side of the Radicals the author 
admits that ‘‘as to tangible evidence 
of their complicity in the assassina 
tion, there simply is none.” And 
after listing the points of a hypo 
thetical indictment against Stanton, 
he concludes that it ‘‘cannot be sus 
tained for lack of material evidenc:

Workers’ Unity League Sacrifices Separate Existence to Enter Orthodox Unions and 
Work for Communism Under Cover—The Real Danger to Canadian Labor 


BY HENRY SOMERVILLE 


= a man bites a doy, that’s news. All who 
serve an apprenticeship in the newspaper busi 
ness have this maxim impressed upon them, that news 
is what is new, and unusual. Later on they learn that 
news is what is not important. For the important 
things are things that endure, that have ceased to be 
new and unusual. There are exceptions to the rule: 
occurrences like births, deaths, racing results, coro 
nations and stock market quotations are news and are 
important, for a time, to a more or less extended 
group of people, but the fact that nothing is more 
obsolete than yesterday's daily paper is evidence that 
news is chiefly the things that don’t matter. 

The “sit down” feature of the Michigan auto 
mobile strikes Was news, but it) was of passing 
importance. Those who knew enough of strike 
factors to be able to distinguish between the constant 
and the variable could immediately recognize that the 
“sit-down” was only a substitute for the picketing 
practised in every big industrial strugyle. The laws 
of England and Canada recognize ‘peaceful picket- 
ing,” and peaceful picketing is theoretically limited 
to peaceful persuasion of non-strikers, but in practice 
picketing nearly always involves a yvreater or less 
degree of intimidation. The strike of 3,700 workers 
at Oshawa had no “sit down” feature about it, but it 
Was not the less disastrous to all concerned on that 
account, 

There is a tendency to concentrate on the C.1.0 
feature of the Oshawa trouble, because the C.1.O. is 
news. People “see Red” in a particular organization 
or particular individuals. Phe real danger is greater 
and the situation more serious than the sensation 
alist newspapers represent. The danger to industrial 
peace in Canada, and to our whole social fabric, comes 
from oan organization several vears older than the 
Lewis yroup and there is danger of Red leadershiy 
of Canadian unions in general, including those unions 
connected solely with the traditionally conservative 
American Federation of Labor as well as the poten 
tially revolutionary C.1.O

Il use the term Reds in no abusive sense but for 
declared members of the Communist) party and 
regular allies of the Communists. The Communist 
party of Canada was founded in 1922 and affiliated 
with the Communist International, accepting the 
famous “Twenty-One Theses” which are the con 
ditions of affiliation. The affilated national units i 
the Communist International have no autonomy; thes 
are as much under central Moscow command as an 
army in the field. No differences of opinion, “devi 
ations from the party line,” are tolerated Every 
officeholder in the party, every traveling propa 
gandist, every writer in the party organs, must be 
approved by International headquarters at Moscow 
The best men in the different countries, Canada 
among them, are sent to Russia for special educational 
and training courses 

All the paid workers of the Communist party and 
its subsidiary organizations are paid by the Inter 
national, in the sense that the International, which 
means Moscow, must sanction every salary to an 
individual when it exceeds S10 a week. Whether 
Moscow sends any money to Canada at the present 
time I do not know, but Moscow controls the expendi 
ture even of money raised in Canada. The members 
of the Communist party are exceedingly generous, 
contributing one per cent of their incomes in member 
ship dues besides other voluntary subscriptions. The 
leaders and officials are very moderately paid, 
according to the information available, and judging 
by their manner of life. Finances are kept secret but 
the International admits that it) subsidizes Com 
munist parties in countries Where they exist 
ieyally, and the Communist party was illegal it 
Canada until the recent repeal of Section OS Ihe 
British labor movement has published several pam 
phlets viving evidence for its charge that the Inter 
national subsidizes not only the Communist party in 
England but a variety of subsidiary organizations 
which make up what is called the Communist Solar 
System
